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Friends  of  WBAI: 

We  must  —  much  as  we  dislike  to  do  so  —  come  to  you  for  additional  support 
if  we  are  to  keep  the  station  on  the  air.  We  operate  the  station  with  current 
funds  —  subscriptions  and  contributions  —  and  must  now  begin  a  pre-deficit 
drive  to  enable  us  to  go  through  the  Summer  months. 

The  reasons  are  contained  in  these  figures:  WBAI's  audience  ranges  up)  to 
200,000.  The  number  of  subscribers,  paying  $12  or  more  yearly,  currently  totals 
just  over  9,500.  We  expect  this  subscriber  list  to  grow;  we  mean  to  make  it  grow. 
But  WBAI  has  been  on  the  air  as  a  listener-supported  radio  station  just  16 
months,  and  it  takes  time  to  broaden  the  subscriber  base. 

$250,000  a  year  is  required  to  operate  WBAI,  and  it  is  clear  at  this  point  that 
we  must  obtain  at  least  $50,000  from  our  current  subscribers  during  this  pre- 
deficit  drive  to  meet  the  operating  figure. 

As  you  can  see,  if  each  of  our  subscribers  would  contribute  an  additional  $5, 
we  would  be  close  to  our  goal.  Certainly  some  of  you  will  wish  to  send  more; 
others  can  afford  no  more. 

But  whether  it's  $5"  or  $1,000,  won't  you  help  us  to  maintain  WBAI  as  "the 
station  that  combines  good  music,  good  talk  and  good  sense  in  an  unbeatable 
format"?
